The Middlesex County Commission: 
ers. Tuesday. granted approval to 
petitions asking that a reconstruction 
of Andover Street be laid out. along 
with a relocation of Route 129. in- 
cluding a bridge over the ‘Wildcat 
branch of the Boston & Maine R.R

ing as a Platoon Commander with 
Company C, First Battalion. Fifth 
Marines. First Marine Division. 
During the early morning hours of 
9 June 1969. while occupying a de- 
fensive position northwest of the An 
Hoa Combat Base, Company C came 
under a vicious ground attack by a 
North Vietnamese Army battalion.

Lawrence Flaherty of Hobson Ave- 
nue appeared and stated that the res- 
idents of the Brand Avenue area were 
having drainage troubles now. and 
that he didn't want tosee any new 
road coming through without provis- 
ion for drainage. In addition. he felt 
the bridge would dump traffic into 
the congestion of Wilmington Plaza 

Town Manager Sterling Morris re- 
futed these statements with the expla-

At 8 pm last Thurs- 
day there were 90 youngsters in the meeting room of the 
Wilmington Memorial Library. 6 minutes later the num- 
ber had increased to 130 - which is the lawful number of 
people who can assemble in that room - but still they came. 

When the Town Manager arrived, about 8:45 pm he had 
to detour ‘through the kitchen - there were too many young 
people standing in the hallway, listening through the pas- 
sageway at what was happening in the meeting room. The

Crowded conditions in the Public Libary 


Ken Zucker. the new Recreation 
Director of Wilmington made a hit 
with the youngsters. He was able to 
talk their language. 

And. while there were really no con- 
crete results of the discussion about 
what is there to do.- there are now a 
few names in Zucker's files of some 
young people who are willing to serve 
on committees. and try to find some 
answers. 

Zucker opened the meeting by in- 
troducing Wayne Lockamon. whose 
letter to the Town Crier, he said 
had precipated things. by saving that 
the voung people were no longer able 
to meet in the DeMoulas parking lot 

Zucker said that basically there is 
nothing for the teen-ager to do in 
Wilmington. He and some other adults 
were there. he said, to listen to them. 

The first question was-.posed by 
Steve Coolidge 

‘What has the Planning Board done 
for teen-agers” 


Bill Hooper of the Planning Board 
said he was there to learn. and to lis- 
ten. He thought that perhaps one of 
the schools which were to be phased 
out could be used as a Center. 

The second question, by another 
person was “What makes officials 
think that supervised facilities are 
needed - why not a movie - a drive- 
in or bowling alleys. Why not encour- 
age the building of this type of recre- 
ation? 

It was the first time that such a ques- 
tion was asked. It was due to be re- 
peated in half a dozen ways. in the 
next 15 minutes. 

Zucker said that such facilities are 
private enterprise. and he could not 
give an answer as to why there were 
none in the town. = 

Another youngster commented that 
they were always being kicked out of 
places. and they were being harassed 

Zucker said. that as far as moving 
the kids from parking lot to parking

lot - the police were not moving them. 
This brought out a hearty laugh from 
his audience. 

Steve Coolidge spoke up to say that 
when someone applied for a license 
for a pool hall. he was unable to get 
it. He wanted to know if any of the 
Selectmen were: present. There were 
none, but Hooper spoke up to say that 
the licensing is the perogative of the 
Board of Selectmen. He felt that the 
young people could address them- 
selves to’ acquiring a coffee shop, or 
a teen nite club. This met with the 
approval of the youngsters. They 
clapped andcheered. 

Zucker asked those present why they 
didn’t go to the St. Thomas Youth 
Center. or the Congregational Church 
Coffee House? 

There were plenty of comments to 
that question. They came from all 
sides. 

“It costs too much for the admis- 
sion and to play games’. The Youth 
Center is open only three nights a 
week". "The Chaperones outnumber 
the kids“. “There is a backlash from 
the parents who would not allow their 
kids to attend because they thought 
drugs were being used in one of the 
paces” 

Somebody wanted to know how much 
money there was to start a program 
at this time. Zucker told them that 
the fiscal year runs from January 1 


to January 1. Two thirds of the bud- 
get had already been spent on the 
various projects. He also told them 
that they were there to discuss ideas. 
and not money. 

Somebody asked if there was an old 
building available where the kids could 
“sit around and rap’ 

Zucker felt that perhaps such a place 
could be found - and the kids could 
be responsible to fix it up and could 
use it afternoons, and in the evening. 

An adult wanted t know who was 
getting the kids out of the parking lots 
- the owners, or thé police? 

Zucker said there had been a beer 
problem. and that the police cannot 
allow anyone under 21 to drink. be- 
cause it is against the law. He went 
on to say if thre was to be a building 
owned by the town, and used by the 
teen-agers. no beer drinking could 
be allowed there. 

The arrival of Jim Banda and Jim 
Miceli, Selectmen, was greeted with 
some applause by the youngsters 

After introduction by Zucker, Steve 
Cooldge then addressed his previous 
question, about the pool hall license. 

Miceli said that he had voted against 
the pool hall because there were no 
parking facilities. 

The conversation swung to the pos- 
sible use of the Betterment Hall at 
Silver Lake. One youngster said that 
the building needed some re-inforce-

building could be found. 

Zucker replied to a question about 
the money used by the Recreation 
Department. ‘It’ goes, he said. for 
equipment for the playgrounds and 
the beach, and to the beach staff, 
and salaries. He noted that not much 
was spent on teen-agers, but that the 
recreation committee was trying to 
do something about it. 

TM Sterling Morris appeared at the 
kitchen door. The question was also 
given him, just as he arrived. 

The town is looking for a building 
for its own use, he said. There is 
the old South School, but the Skating 
Club and the Jaycees are using it 
He didn't think it would be right to 
take the building away from them 

Mrs Claire Cabral, of the Wilming- 
ton Drug Committee told of a program 
initiated by the youth of Stoneham. 
There the young people had the per- 
mission of the School Committee to 
use the cafeteria and gymnasium of 
a school. The program there was 
working well - perhaps it could be 
used in Wilmington 

Zucker felt that they had dwelled long 
enough on the topic of finding a build- 
ing. He wanted to know what else the 
young people would like to do, He had 
been approached by’a band that wanted 
to play in Wilmington. Would the young 
people want an outdodr dance? 

‘The discussion switched t6 fees and 
finances. involved in the use of the 
school facilities for a dance. There 
were janitor's fees, police fees, etc 
the youngsters said. 

The Town Manager said that if they 
(the teen-agers) wished to have a 
dance, and were worried about the 
janitor’s fees - there wouldn't be 
any! His comments were answered 
by cheers and clapping. 

Charlotte Stewart, of the Recreation 
Commission said that the young peo- 
ple should be willing to use available 
buildings now, and it was possible that 
a building of their own might be avail- 
a buklding of their own might not be 
available for a few years. 

Miceli asked if the school buildings 
were made available now, - would this 
be a step in the right direction? 

Enter the Chief of Police. The kids 
wanted to know if there was a place 
where they could “thang around” 

Chief Lynch said that the young peo- 
ple of Wilmington had “done well’ 
He was proud-of them. His yardstick 
for measuring performance was that 
Wilmington was sending fewer. of their 
young .people to Billerica (House of 
Correction). 

“If we're so good, why aren't we 
allowed to hang around anymore?" 

Lynch said that DeMoulas owned the 
parking lot and used it for business. 
He never thought it would be used for 
other purposes. 

Lynch spoke of a fence at DeMoulas 
that had been vandalized and had to 
be repaired 

Then he said that anytime any of 
them wanted to use the DeMoulas 
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Selectmen’s Meeting

By Mr. Cain of Wilmington, petition of Fred F. Cain (by vote of the town) 
that the town of Wilmington be exempt from the operation of certain require- 


ments of the state zoning law. Local Affairs. 


Dear Mr. Cain: 

As the member of the Planning Board assigned to work 
with you in obtaining legislation to protect Wilmington from 
sub-standard building lots, I am pleased to summarize the 
benefits achieved for our town. 

1. Through your efforts, Wilmington is the only town in 
Massachusetts exempted from the ‘grandfather's clause” 
in the state zoning law. This statute bars all other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts from preventing house building 
on lots of 5,000 square feet with a fifty foot frontage which 
were shown on ancient sub-divisions. 

2. Speculative construction on such substandard lots 
threatened to depreciate the value of homes which had been 
constructed in accordance with our Zoning By-Law. 

3. The use of such small lots would ultimately tend to 
cause saturation of sewage effluent in areas with a high 
water table. + 

4. On June 20, 1969, when the corrective legislation for 
Wilmington was enacted, there were 679 substandard, so- 
called “Fifty Foot Lots’ in Wilmington, which could have 
been built upon in defiance of our Zoning By-Law. There 
were another 251 lots of less than 50 feet which could have 
been combined into additional substandard lots. 

5. Im future school expenses alone, your special legisla- 
tion saved the Town of Wilmington from constructing the 
equivalent of 50 classrooms - an estimated $1.75 million. 
Similarly, our taxpayers were relieved of future estimated 
annual school operating expenses in excess of one million 
dollars a year. 

Through the enactment of Chapter 438 of the Acts of 1969, 
you were instrumental in protecting the integrity of our 
Zoning By-Law and insuring effective home rule for the 
Town of Wilmington.

As part of the ten member school 
committee of the Shawsheen. Valley 
Technical High School. the two Wil- 
mington citizens are contributing to 
the realization of a long time dream 
and providing alternatives to an aca- 
demic education for Wilmington stu- 
dents.

Planning Board 


Joe Courtney Passes 


Attorney Joseph F. Courtney sat with 
four aces in his hand, Tuesday night 
at the Planning Board meeting - and 
he passed. 

For several weeks, almost several 
months, Mr. Courtney has had before 
the board a plan, for a street in the 
industrial park north of Concdrd St. 
The street is being called Cornell 
Place, and would go off Fordham Road 
towards Route 93. 

Twice, as the result of agreements 
Courtney has written letters extend- 
ing the time for consideration. Last 
Tuesday evening was the deadline for 
the Planning Board to either accept 
the plan, or reject it. If they did 
neither the plan would automatically 
be accepted, according to law.

A Wilmington 
man, Angelo Petrosino, has bought 
the land, and would like to put up a 
professional building there. 

It would mean a change in zoning 
from Single Residence B to Neigh- 
borhood Business. Gillis told Mr. 
Courtney that he could submit an ar- 
ticle for the warrant of the Town 
Meeting, if he wished. 


Hatch Act 

Gillis and Grant decided that the 
proposed flow of water from the area 
in Route 125 Industrial Park, heard 
in a Hatch Act hearing Monday, by 
the Selectmen, might possibly affect 
the Wilmington water supply at the 
Brown's Crossing pumping station.

Discussion 

The discussion about the use of the 

Wear House lasted nearly two hours 
on Monday evening, and was not only 
free, but wide ranging. 

Mr. Butt told those present in the 
Fellowship Hall of the Methodist 
Church that there was no critical need 
for the building, if another use could 
be put to it. The Rev. Willis Miller, 
Pastor, said that the key was to use 
the property effectively, and this did 
not necessarily mean a cut-back. 

The first mention of the building 
being used as a ‘Drop-In’ center by 
the youth of Wilmington came from 
Kenneth Butler of West Street, now 
a divinity student. He was supported 
by the Rev. John Dunnack, who said 
that the yf Wilmington «has to be 
shown that it is wanted in this town 

Lester White of the Wilmington Drug 
Committee expressed a thought about 
the building being used as a ‘Satellite 
Center’ such as has been done in 
Lowell. 

Thoughts about the building being for 
sale was answered by Mr. Butt, who 
said that such an idea was for the 
Adminsitrative Board to decide 

Mr. Zucker arrived half an hour af- 
ter the discussion started, in com: 
pany with two members of the Wil- 
mington Recreation Committee, Mrs. 
Charlotte Stewart and John Waugh 
‘Three youngsters, one of them David 
Walsh of Grove Avenue, arrived at 
the same time, and Walsh, before the 
evning was over, spoke up several 
times, with his opinions. 

One of Walsh's first statements was 
that the youngsters of Wilmington 
prefer something like the Coffee 
House in the Congregational Church. 
rather than the Youth Canteen spon- 
sored by the St. Thomas Church 

The Coffee House, he said, has up 
to 200 present sometimes, meets 
two or three times a week, and does 
not have the close supervision of 
the Youth Canteen. He, at a later time 
described the clubhouse at the Youth 
Canteen as a place where ‘adults were 
always smelling your breath’ 

Mrs, Stewart spoke up to say that 
there had been trouble with alcoholic 
beverages near the Youth Canteen, 
and this was probably the reason for 
theactions:described by Walsh 

Walsh's description of what the 
youth of Wilmington want had two 
reactions. Joseph Stone, of the Meth- 
odist Church Finance Committee was 
of the opinion that youth will go one 
place for a while, and then shift to 
another place. 

Ken Zucker spoke up differently. 
He spoke of the actions of adults being 
like those at High School Dances, 
where youngsters are told ‘Don't do 
this ~ don’t do that - don’t hold each 
other too closely when you are dan- 
cing~ anti have a nice time!’ 

Zucker said that a Drop-In center

is usea by youngsters alter school 
for studying, among other things, and 
that some accomplish more studying 
in such a center than: at home. The 
youngsters, he said, can get together 
to help each other with studies. 

He was asked by Butt if he had any 
fynds for such a center. 

“Hopefully, we might have some 
next year”. 

He thought of the Wesley House as 
being ‘‘perfect for the needs of Wil- 
mington’s youth", and in answer to 
another question from Butt, said that 
very little furniture would be needed. 

Kids, he said, like to have some 
pillows, and sit around-on the floor 
and talk. Zucker was of the belief that 
the youngsters would keep the place 
in fairly good condition without having 
too much adult supervision, if given 
a chance. “'I believe a lot of the work 
of reconditioning can be done by the 
youngsters themselves’ 

He thought of the Wesley House as 
being “only a part of an overall plan 
for youngsters", and explained fur- 
ther that they often feel that they are 
hot wanted - and that the 18 year olds 
do not want to associate with the 13 
year olds, too. 

“It’s all pieces of a larger plan” he 
said, “I understand there are two 


thousand (youngsters ) in Wilmington’ 
On a question about drug usage, Mrs 
Stewart said that not many youngsters 


Se 
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in Wilmington use drugs. “We have 
been very, very lucky in Wilmington! 
I don’t know how much longer we can 
extend our luck”. 

John Waugh told the Task Force that 
most of the kids he has talked with 
feel that there should be an adult pre- 
sent in a Drop-In, but that they resent 
having too many adults 

One of those who spoke up on the 
needs for Drop-Ins, or similar places 
was Mrs. Nancy Clark of the School 
Committee. 

“Even if you open St. Thomas Church 
completely, and the Methodist Church, 
and St. Dorothy's, you won't have 
enough room for the youngsters of 
Wilmington. The schools should be 
open - but we can’t break that, yet”” 


Finances 

Two of those present spoke up to 
discuss finances for the maintenance 
of the Wesley House. 

Both Gordon Richburg and Joseph 
Stone told the group that the church 
cannot consider the use of the Wesley 
House without some additional funds 
from other sources - “whether we 
take care of it ourselves, whether 
we use it for teen-agers, or for 
other purposes” (Richburg) 

The Rev, Willis Miller answered 
them in part by saying “Our purpose 
is not to make money, our purpose 
is to serve
